AGUINALDO FLEES AFTER ISSUING 
| A PROCLAMATION. 


Yellow-breastplated ‘Dictator 
Threatens Death to All Who

though the insurgents are doing all 
in their power to harass the advance 
of MacArthur, having detachments in 
the trenches to delay the advance, they 
are getting no rest.

When Polo was taken it was nearly 
all in ashes. Aguinaldo hes n Tf’ to 
Malolos. He has issued a proclama- 
tion saying that he will punish with 
death all who refuse to fight. He has 
been daily promising to loot Manila, 
saying the Americans. were beaten. 
The insurgents are bushwhacking 
around Pasig, and Paranaque. The 
railroad over the conquered territory 
is being repaired, and fresh troops are 
boarding the cars to be rushed forward. 
Inside of forty-eight hours Wheeton 
and MacArthur will be fighting before 
Malalos. 

The South Dakota boys covered them- 
selves with glory yesterday, charging 
the trenches. at Polo, and killing 
twenty-two of the enemy, and wound- 
ing sixteen. The report that President 
Schurman of the Philippine commis- 
sion. was killed proves to be unfounded. 
He was under fire all day yesterday, 
but escaped unscratched. 

The conduct of the Americans yester- 
day was tremendously inspiring.

Gen. Wheaton’s brigade formed a 
junction with the remainder of Gen. 
MacArthur's division at Malinta, and 
the latter, leaving Gen. Wheaton 
there, marched along the railroad 
Canayan. This place was for- 
tified, and for 400 yards from it there 
were trenches on each side of the 
track. These were taken possession 
of by the American troops. The move- 
ments of the Americans will be pushed 
in this direction. 

The Filipinos, realizing that the 
railroad ie the cruotal line, have con- 
structed row after row of trenches, 
running diagonally on both sides of 
the track at a distance of a few hun- 
dred yards apart. This work was de- 
signed intelligently, and has evidently 
been done under the direction of ex- 
perts. It has cost an enormous amount 
6f labor. Most of the rebel positions 
are protected by thick earthworks, a 
majority of them topped with stones 
and provided with loopholes. Some 
have sheet-iron roofs.

MANILA, March 27, 
Helena and the army gunboats shelled 
Malabon and the country beyond, while 
the Monadnock focused all its battertes 
upon Paranaque for two hours for the 
purpose of destroying the military 
stores there. A great smoke was caused, 
but as the insurgents are in possession 
of the town, the results of the shelling 
are not obtainable. 

The evacuation of Malabon was a 
picturesque rout, thousands of men, 
women and children, loaded down with 
household goods, some with their dear- 
est treasures—fighting cocks—under 
their arms, poured across the swamps 
in the early morning. 

An exploded caisson at the ratiread 
bridge proved a bar to the Americans, 
Ten soldiers of the Oregon regiment, 
while searching for two of those killed 
earlier in the fighting, sneaked into the 
city in the morning and found the 
vlace in a condition chaos. The in- 
habitants, seeing them, fled in a panic, 
thinking the American forces were in 
possession. The Oregonians shot sev. 
eral armed natives, and then returned 
to camp. 

The American forces did not occupy 
Malabon, but are concentrating their 
strength to strike Malolos. Malabon {ts 
a city of desolation. The American 
soldiers have been forbidden to enter 
the place, for fear that eativer may 
be lurking there.

In front of the village were strong

Apparently 
they had fled, The Twenty-second 
Regiment approached diagonally, with 
Gen. Wheaton and his staff close be- 
hind. and scouts closely observing the 
ground. 

When the “Americans were within 
about three hundred yards of the in- 
trenchments, the Filipinos suddenly | 
volleyed heavily. The Twenty-second 
was holding the center, and suffered 
considerably, but with the Oregons on 
the left and the Kansans on the right 
in the woods, the fighting was kept 
up for half an hour, the Twenty-second 
Infantry advancing up. the slope 
through the thick grass under the hot-- 
test fire.

Gen. Wheaton and staff were all the} 
time under a vain of bullets. 


Col. Eg- 
bert, who was in the thickest of the 
fighting. was shot in the abdomen. He

A MARKED IMPROVEMENT

GEN. EGBERT’S RECORD,

Henry C. Egbert, whom Gen. Otis re- 
ports among the killed, was born in 
Pennsylvania and appointed “a first 
lieutenant in the army from civil life 
September 23, 1861.. He served con- 
tinuously as a line officer for nearly 
forty years. He was more closely 
identified with the Twelfth Infantry 
than any other organization. having 
served with distinction in that regi- 
ment during the civil war. e was 
taken prisoner at the battle of Gettys- 
burg, but escaped and rejoined his 
command, and was severely wounded 
June 3, 1864, in the battle of Bethesda 
Church, Va. He was _ major of the 
Seventeenth Infantry from 1890 to 
1893. when he became lieutenant- 
colonel of the Sixth Infantry. This 
regiment he commanded in the San- 
tiago campaign until disabled by a 
shot through the body July 1, 18¢@8. 

For his distinguished service in bat- 
Ue, he was promoted a brigadier-gen-

eral of volunteers, which grade he held 
until December, 1898, when the reduc- 
tions of the voluntetr army, he was 
honorably discharged. He was pro- 
moted colonel in the regular establish- 
ment July 1, 1898, and assigned to the 
Twenty-second Infantry, whose colonel, 
Charles A. Wyko, was killed at San 
Juan Hill.

A MYSTERIOUS PRINCE.

NEW YORK, March 26.—The death 
of Prince Ludwig Karl Lowenstein- 
Wertheim in yesterday’s fighting ends 
a ‘career which of jJaté had seemed 
mysterious and had given rise to no 
little speculation. Aceording to a dis-_ 
patch from London to the Associated 
Press March 4, the Prince, who mar- 
ried Lady Anne Saville, daughter of 
the Earl of Mexborough, had been lost 
sight of by his friends, and an ad- 
vertisement inquiring as to his where- 
abouts had appeared in the London 

newspapers, 

This elicited a dispatch from Manila 
saying that the missing Prince was in- 
the Philippines, having been there for 
many months; was present atthe 
destruction of Montejo’s fleet and was 
a member of the European Club. The 
dispateh asserted also that his be- 
havior had given rise tO a suspicion 
that he-was acting as the confidential 
agent of the German government. It 
was further alleged that before Ma- 
nila surrendered, he was allowed to 
pass in and out of the Spanish and 
insurgent lines, each party apparently 
regarding him as favorable to them- 
selves. For a few days it was even 
asserted that he had acted as a vol- 
untary aide-de-camp on the staff of 
Brig.-Gen. Miller. 
. The London Daily Mail about the 
same time said it had information 
that Prince Ludwig was in Iloilo in 
January of this year, and with other 
papers it asked the meaning of these 
“mysterious movements.” 

INTEREST AT WASHINGTON.

FRIGHTFUL SUFFERINGS OF THE 
RUSSIAN PEASANTRY.

Best Part of the Czar’s European 
Possessions is in the Grasp 
ot a Terrible Famine, 


LANDED GENTRY DESTITUTE. 


GOVERNMENT IS TRYING TO. SUP- 
PRESS THE FACTS, 


Count Tolstoi Declares the People 
are Hopeless and Gin-sodden, 
Deforestation Has Changed 
the Climate Materially. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, March 26.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s London cable- 
gram says it is only now that the truth 
about the terrible famine which for 
many weeks has afflicted the best part 
of European Russia is permitted to 
reach the outside world. The district 
affected is bounded on the east by the 
Volga and on the west by an imagin- 
ary line drawn from Moscow to Kiev, 
which is the extremest southern point. 
In the north it is probable that the 
famine stretches as far as Archangel, 
though it is very difficult to obtain re- 
liable information with regard to the 
districts north of Nijni Novgorod. The 
affected area includes the celebrated 
black-earth zone, which was once fa- 
mous for its fertility, as well as the 
great grain districts of the province of 
Samara, Saratoff and Simbirsk. 

The peasants’ condition is now al- 
most hopeless. The landed gentry have 
been affected quite as much as the 
peasantry, and the series of bad years 
which they have gone through has so 
broken their resources that many of 
them are verging on destitution. Peas- 
ants are supporting life on all manner 
of substitutes for bread, including the 
bark of trees, thatches from the roofs 
of their huts, and even sawdust. 

Every effort is being made by the 
government to prevent the terrible 
facts connected with the sufferings of 
the people from leaking out. But that 
vigorous champion of Russijan peas- 
antry, Count Tolstoi, has managed to 
obtain publicity for a few .circum- 
stances which are sufficiently indicative 
of the state of affairs. He maintains 
that the people are so police-ridden 
that they have lost heart and hope; 
they have no spirit and no energy; 
general apathy has come over them, 
and they have become slothful and- 
gin-sodden. 

Tolstoi’s picture is certainly not over- 
drawn. The state of the country is 
hopeless, and the people know it. One 
of the worst features of agricultural 
Russia is the deforestation of the coun- 
try. The whole of Central Russia is 
practically denuded of trees, and this 
has been brought about in little less 
than ‘fifty years. This deforestation 
has, of necessity, affected the climate, 
and has reduced the snow and rainfall, 
which are nothing like what they used 
to be. Snow is to Russia what the Nile 
is to Egypt, a fertilizer of the land. 

The real cause of the depressed con-- 
dition of Russian agriculture is the 
system of land tenure. The land does 
not belong individually to the peasant, 
but collectively to the village. The 
village is responsible for the taxes, and 
hence one wealthy peasant may have 
to pay for the thriftless ones. The con- 
sequence is that a system of usury has 
sprung up, by means of which the 
poorer peasants are absolutely at the 
mercy of money-lendets.

NEW YORK, March 26.—[Exclusive

Riggs 
told them the militia was ready to 
make an attack on the house, 


and they had better give up peaceably. 
The Zeltners seemed not disposed at 
first to give up, and stated that they 
feared the mob, 200 of which remained 
outsride the militia lines. They tried 
to induce Riggs to accompany’ them 
through the timber, but he refused, 
and they were told they would not be 
molested if they gave up their arms 
and accompanied him to jail.

With re- 
gard to the discovery of the remains 
of a Spanish officer in an arm chair 
on the beach, west of Moro, the ad- 
miral expressed his opinion that they 
were certainly the remains of Admiral 
Villamil.

ALGER GOT LOST. 


‘The Transport Ingalis Carries Him 


Clear to Matanzas. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HAVANA, March 26.—[By Key West 
Cable.] Secretary Alger and his party 
arrived here this afternoon on the 
United States transport Ingalls, after 
having lost their way at sea for sev- 
eral hours. It seems that the Ingalls 
was making very good time yesterday, 
and was billed to make Havana last 
night if she kept on a straight course. 
Gen. Alger suggested waiting a while 
at Key West and leaving there in time 
to reach Havana at 9 o’olock this 
morning. The Ingalls put into Key 


West, and Gen. Alger wired Gen. 


Brooke to expect him about 9 o'clock 
today. 

The Ingalls left Key West at il 
o'clock last night, and the whole party 
was up for an early breakfast this 
morning, after which all went on deck 
to wait for El Moro to loom up. Nine 
o’clock came, but there was no sign o 
the castle. Gen. Alger, getting a little 
impatient, sent to the pilothouse to in- 

uire when Havana would be reached. 

he reply was ‘In about an hour.”’ An 
hour and a half passed, with the Cuban 
coast on the left and Havana was still 
unsighted. 

Toward noon, the roofs of a city 
could be made out, and Gen. Alger, 
calling for a glass, took a close look. 

“Why, that is Matanzas,” he said, 
and just then the Ingalls began to 
turn around. The navigating officer 
was all out in his calculations. He 
thought he was west of Havana in- 
etead of east. 

Meanwhile Gens. Brooke, Ludlow, 
Lee,. Bates, Wilson and Hasbrouck, 
with their staffs, had risen. early, 
boarded a tug and had been cruising 
outside the harbor, waiting for the In- 
galis. All the officers were in heavy 
blue cloth in honor of the Secretary of 
War, having laid aside their khaki, 
duck and flannel. The generals kept 
in and out until about noon, then ate 
lunch in a waterside restaurant and 
returned to the wharf, going outside 
the harbor for a look. About 3 o’clock 
they saw the smoke of a steamer go- 
ing down the coast, but as it was not 
in the direction of that from which 
they expected the Ingalls, they had no 
suspicion it was the transport. But 
the Ingalle it was, and in due time she 
entered the harbor, but without the ar- 
ranged reception. Shortly after, how- 
ever, the generals went on board and 
had a brief conference with the Sec- 
retary, who arranged to meet them 
again tomorrow morning at the Hotel 
Trocha, Gov.-Gen. Brooke’s headquar- 
ters at El Vedado.

"Creation and Evolution.” | 
BV. FRANCIS M. LARKIN 
preached at the University Metho- 
dist Church yesterday morning, on 

“Creation and Evolution.” 

He said in part: ‘‘The purpose of this 
sermon is not to prove or disprove the 
theory of evolution. That work must 
be left to those who have the best op- 
portunity of judging and testing. it. 
But we must ask, if true, what bear- 
ing has it on our religion? We must 
do this because the theory of evolu- 
tion is generally accepted and taught 
in all higher schools of learning. 

“The book of Genesis has been the 
battleground of _ scientists, higher 
critics and theologians. A  battle- 
ground because of ignorance on alt 
sides. The scientist has not under- 
stood revelation; the theologian has 
not understood science. Higher criti- 
cism has been satirized @s declarin 
that Moses did not write the book o 
it was written by 
another man with the same name. . 

“A clear idea of the purpose of the 
book would remove much of the cause 
for a contest: There are two prominent 
reasons why the book was written; it 
gives to man God’s relation to the 
world. and forever excludes polythe- 
ism; it gives man’s relation to the 
world, in declaring ‘him to have 
dominion over all things, which forever 
excludes idolatry. It was not given 
as an epitomy of the sum total of 
human knowledge to the end of time. 

“An understanding of evolution ana 
creation precludes a contest. Evolu- 
tion is a theory to explain processes; 
creation explains causes. 
antagonistic terms.

UNCLE COLLIS ABSORBS THE NEW 
GLOBE RAILROAD. 


Extensive’ Improvements in the 
- Mines at Globe—Miner Killed in 
a Shaft—Gambler Shot—Prospec- 
tors Returning creme the Klon- 
dike, 


GLOBE (Ariz.,) March 26.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Now that the Globe, 
Gila Valley and Northern Railroad is 
an accomplished fact, it is generally 
understood it is to pass very soon into 
the immediate ownership of the South- 
ern Pacifis, with headquarters at Tuc- 
son, President Garland, of the con- 
struction company, is desirious of 
turning over his responsibilities at as 
early a date as possible. Two parties 
of Southern Pacific officials have vis- 
ited Globe during ‘the week, making 
close inspection ofthe new railroad 
and of the smelting. plants at its ter- 
minus. In one party were H. EB. Hunt- - 
ington and Superintendent Epes Ran- ” 
dolph of the Arizona division. In the 
other came George Crocker, 
Curtis and E. Hawley. 

The new road is already doing * 
very heavy freight business. Besides . 
way traffic, from eight to twelve - 
loaded cars are pulled into Globe ev- 
ery evening. Two new and powerful 
engimes have been ordered to sup- 
plement the present inadequate motive 
power, and a new passenger eoagh. is: 
expected within a few days. 

The railroad’s telegraphy line ifs now. 
taking commercial business, 
away with much of the. trouble 
expense formerly attending’ telegraph. 
ing to and from this camp. 

One very noticeable feature at attend- 
ing the lower freight rates is the fact 
that a large number of old ore dum 
‘are. being worked over for ore to 
shipped or. 6tmnelted. “Sevéral old. 
dumps are also being again. 
through the furnaces, the operatie 
being now attended with profit. 

Twenty-five men have been empl 
for several weeks on the Globe end of 
the Mesa toll road, and the work to 
the summit of the range is about 
complete. Beyond their work, the road’ 
will be built by merchants of the Salt - 
River Valley. 

The Globe electric light system ie 
now one of the most successful busi- 
ness enterprises of the camp. It has 
been thoroughly overhauled and is 
giving excellent eatisfaetion ‘to pa- 
trons hitherto dissatisfied. It has a. 
‘capacity for 900 lights. The United 
Globe Mines Company has installed 
its own electric plant, a -sixty-horse - 
power engine furnishi power that 
is to be electrically distributed through 
the smelting works for various uses. 

The main mines of the camp. are | 
making extensive improvem nts 
their working equipment. The 
Dominion Company is installing a Bong 
hoist that will be more than able to 
handle all the output ‘of the mine to 
the depth of more than 2000 feet. An 
immense compound-condensing pump 

been placed in the mine’s a 
lons a minute a height of 1000 feet. 
Work and development on the lower 
levels have been heretofore delayed on 
account of the inability of the pumps 
to handle the water. The ore bodies 
of the company’s celebrated. main 
property are growing even larger and 
richer with depth, free smelting car- 
bonates being found as low as’ the- 
eighth level. The ores below are**, 
mainly rich sulphides; only slightly ré~ 
fractory in character.

"Creation and Evolution.” 
EV. FRANCIS”) M. LARKIN 
preached at the University Metho- 
~ “dist Church yesterday morning, on 
“Creation and Evolution.” 

He said in part: ‘‘The purpose of this 
sermon is not to prove or disprove the 
theory of evolution. That work must 
be left to those who have the best op- 
portunity of judging and testing it. 
But we must ask, if true, what bear- 
ing has it on our religion? We must 
do this because the theory of evolu- 
tion is generally accepted and taught 
in all higher schools of learning. 

“The book of Genesis has been the 
battleground of _ scientists, higher 
critics and theologians. A  battle- 
zxround because of ignorance on al? 
sides. The scientist has not under- 
stood revelation; the theologian has 
not understood science. Higher criti- 
cism has been satirized as declarin 
that Moses did not write the book = | 
Genesis, but that it was written by 
another man with the same name. 

“A clear idea of the purpose of the 
book would remove much of the cause 
for a contest. There are two prominent 
reasons why the book was written; it 
gives to man God's relation to’ the 
world. forever excludes polythe- 
ism; it gives man’s relation to the 
world. in declaring *him to have 
dominion over all things, which forever 
excludes idolatry. It was not given 
as an epitomy of the sum total of 
human knowledge to the end of time. 

“An understanding of evolution ana 
creation precludes a contest.’ Evolu- 
tion is a theory to explain processes; 
creation explains causes. They are not 
antagonistic terms. Herbert Spencer 
acknowledges the existence of what he 
terms the unknowable, and says that 
out of the ‘unknowable’ come all things 
that exist. Says President Jordan of 
Stanford University, ‘as. to the origin 
of life we have as yet no basis. for 
speculation.’ Again he says, ‘We 
know of no life but what has a his- 
tory.’ 

“Evolution is not a system, or ‘an in- 
vention whereby it is hoped to get rid 
of God.’

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WAR IN EARNEST. 
The fighting in the vicinity of Ma- 


nila during the past few days has 
been no make-believe warfare. It 
has been “the. real thing” in every 
sense of the word. It has been as 


fierce, as sanguinary, as determined 
as the fighting in the vicinity of San- 
tiago de Cuba last July. Nearly as 
many men were engaged on both sides, 
in Saturday's ‘engagement as were 
engaged in the. battles of Santiago, 
which finally resulted in the surrender 
of that city. The Americans have 
fought as bravely in the Philippines 
as they fought in Cuba. But this was 
to have been expected, as a matter 
of course. To say that they are 
American soldiers is to say that they 
will do their duty under all circum- 
stances,- and that they are brave, 
patriotic and loyal to the flag which 
is so-dear to us all. 

The volunteers have been honored, 
in the engagements at and near Ma- 


to take the lead in the fighting. The | 
reason given’ for this, in one of the 
dispatches, was that the volunteers 
now in Manila are really veterans, 
having been many months in the isl- 
ands and having thus become accli- 
mated, in addition to having been 
made familiar with Filipino methods 
of warfare. It must be confessed that 
the volunteers, if not exactly vete- 
rans, fought like veterans. It is not 
to be wondered at that the enemy 
fled in terror before the blood-curdling 
yells and the cyclonic onsets of the 
men from Kansas, Nebraska and other 
western States. These western — 
unteers are “bad men” in a fight under 
most circumstances, and when bat- 
tling for their country and their 
country’s flag, they are virtually irre- 
sistible. 

The warfare in which our soldiers 
in the Philippines are engaged is of 
the most difficult and harassing kind, 
because of the fact that they cannot 
induce the enemy to come out into 
the open for a square fight. The Fili- 
~pinos are bushwhackers by instinct 
and by training. They insist on 
fighting under the cover of dense 
thickets or in trenches, hence the 
Americans are compelled, for the 
most part, to battle with an unseen 
foe. But the enemy is not always able 
to*keep out of sight, and when he 
is seen it is generally while he _ is 
flying from one of his defenses to an- 
other. Under such conditions he pre- 
sents a fair mark for American bul- 
lets, which opportunities the Ameri- 
cans are not slow in taking advan- 
tage of. | 

But the. Filipinos are not by any 
means cowardly. On the contrary, 
they have shown desperate courage 
—in—most—of the engagements which 
bave been fought. That they are out- 
classed in every Way by the superior 
fighting abilities of the Americans 
must be obvious even to the Filipinos 
themselves. But, notwithstanding the 
odds against which they ure contend- 
ing, they are offering a most stubborn 
resistarfee. That they will in the end 
be crushed, is, of course, a foregone 
conclusion; but they will be crushed 
only after a desperate resistance, and | 
by sheer force of superior generalship !

A GREAT GATHERING. 
As the committee which has charge 
of preparations for the reception of 
the National Educational Association, 
in July, proceeds with its work. the. 
magnitude of the affair becomes con- 
stantly more apparent. Los Angeles 
has had many large gatherings, but 
never one which, both as to quantity 
and quality, promises so much in the 
way of an advertisement of this city 
and the surrounding country among 
the outside barbarians. : 
Comparatively few of us have -yet 
fully realized the importance of this 
gathering in Los Angeles of an ex- 
ceptionally intelligent class of people 
from all over the country, to the num- 
ber, probably, of over 15,000. The at- 
tendance in Denver was over 16,000, 
reckoning only the delegates. In Buf- 
falo there were 18,000; in Milwaukee, 
14,000 and in Washington, between 12,- 
000 and 15,000... People not connected 
with the schools, who take advantage 
of the low rate given to these conven- 
tions, always swell the attendance to 
many thousand more, so that it is 
not unreasonable to figure that the con- 
vention will bring to Los Angeles, in 
July, not less than ,20,000 persons, 
who will stay here from a weck to two 
months, Figuring the average stop” 
at three weeks, and that the visitors 
only spend, on an average, $1.50 a day 
while. here, this would distribute in 
and around Los Angeles the large 
amount of $680,000. This is certainly 
quite a nice little sum to receive as 
an extra. contribution to our income, 
in the middle of the summer season, 
but it is only one feature of the af- 
fair, and perhaps not the most im- 
portant. The advertising which South- 
ern California will receive from these 
people, after they return home, will 


-be worth many. millions to us during 


the next few years, besides which 
many of those who come out to attend 
the convention or to take advantage 
of the cheap rates of fare will, un- 
doubtedly, become permanent set- 
tlers, 

The letters already received by the 
local committee plainly show how 
widespread is the interest taken in. 
this convention all over the United 
States. The Superintendent of Schools 
at Saco, “away back” in Maine, writes 
that he is organizing excursions in 
that State, and expects to bring sev- 
eral hundred people to Los Angeles. 
The associate Superintendent of 
Schools at Brooklyn, Y., expects 
to bring a large party. In one county 
of Wisconsin eighty-seven teachers 
are making preparations to come to 
California. A superintendent at 
Springfield, lll., writes that a number 
of teachers are coming, and others 
who expect to locate here. The city 
of Milwaukee will send a delegation 
of 100. From Pennsylvania, the presi- 
dent of the Executive Committee 
writes that there is a widespread: in- 
terest-in. the meeting at Angeles, 
and he believes that the crowd which 
will come from the East will astonish 
our people, accustomed as they are 
to great crowds. 

The local committee is working hard 
to prepare information, and to make 
the necessary arrangements for ‘the 
accommodation and entertainment of 
thousands of educators. A guide- 
book is being issued, to be distributed 
among the delegates in the East, con- 
taining information regarding the city 
and surrounding country, addresses of 
hotels, and so forth. They are also 
preparing to publish a local guide and 
programme, to be distributed during 
convention.

THE ARID LANDS. 

Several weeks ago Tum TIMES pub- 
lished an article on the proposed ees- 
sion of arid lands by the Federal gov- 
ernment to the various States and. Ter- 
ritories in which they are located, dis- 
approving of the suggestion, for rea- 
sons given at the time, among which 
the chief was that it would certainly 
be a dangerous thing to permit the 
average State or Territorial Legisla- 
ture to control the disposition of 
property of such value, belonging to 
the public. This line of argument 
was disapproved of by Gov. Murphy 
of Arizona, who wrote a letter, tak+ 
ing the other side of the question, 
which was also discussed in these col- 
umns. 

In this connection, it is ‘interesting 
to note that a similar question has 
come up for discussion in Wyoming, 
which State has made noteworthy ad- 
vances in irrigation during the past 
few years. Wyoming enjoys the serv- 
ices of one of the foremost irrigation 
experts of the country, in the person 
of Elwood Mead, who is State Engi- 
Mr. Mead, referring to the question of 
the grazing lands, which form so large 
a proportion of the area of some of 
the western States and Territories, 
shows that the stability of western 
live-stock industries and the utiliza- 
tion of the large rivers both require 
that the grazing lands be leased. In 
preceding reports, Mr. Mead had ad- 
vocated this being done by the States 
and Territories, and had regarded the 
cession of these lands to the States 
as a necessary preliminary thereto. 
He still thinks that, so far as Wyo- 
ming is concerned, such cession would 
be wholly beneficial, but he has dis- 
covered, during the past year, that 
some of the other States have widely 
different interests, and that the same 
system might not work so well there. 
Mr. Mead says, in his.report: 

“The principal reason for advocat- 
ing cession has been the desire to put 
an end to range stock controversies 
which threaten domestic peace; to 
render irrigated agriculture more 
profitable, and to secure for the State 
the funds needed to aid in building 
large canals and extensive reservoir 
systems. But all States are not 
equipped as is Wyoming with a land 
department for the management of 
Teases or an Engineering Bureaufor 
the construction ‘of public works, and 
in the States differently situated it 
has been proposed, as a_ substitute 


ment should inaugurate a leasing sys- 
tem for the nonirrigable grazing lands 
to be handled by the general Land 
Office in connection with its disposal 
of the lands which can be farmed, the 
funds arising from such leases to be 
expended in these States in building 
canals and reservoirs for reclaiming 
the irrigable public land. I see no 
reason why this could not be done and 
why it would not be an immeasurable 
improvement over the lack of manage- 
ment or control which now prevails. 
It is not ‘a question of securing title 
to the land which is important, but 
the inauguration of a system which 
will preserve the native grasses from 
injury, if not destruction, through 
over-stocking the range, and secure 
the conservation and best use of the 
waters of our rivers which now run 
to waste.” 

The same argument, advanced by 
the State Engineer of Wyoming in re- 
gard to the grazing lands of the West, 
holds equally good as to the arid lands, 
which some persons would have the 
Federal government cede to the vari- 
ous States and Territories in which 
they are located.

E. R. D. asks: On August 25, 1898, I 
traded a 160-acre ranch located in San 
Diego county for residence property in 
Los Angeles. There was a judgment 
against the ranch for $100 and also 
mortgaged the ranch for $300, Both 
were assumed by C.H.; the ¢ s were 
executed and recorded; the mortgage 
which was written at the same time 
was also recorded. C.H. has paid the 
$100 judgment and also a portion of the 
mortgage and now we find that the no- 
tary made a mistake in the descrip- 
tion of the ranch; he wrote section 24 
when it should have been section 34; 
this mistake was made in both the 
mortgage and the deed and corrected 
the mortgage by making it read sec- 
tion 34 and by the advice ‘of the Re- 
corder I had it recorded. Now will it be 
all right to fix the deed in the same 
way and if so will it be necessary to 
have it acknowledged—or will it be 
necessary to make a new deed and in 
that case must I make a new mort- 
gage, which of course will cost consid- 
erable more than it will to record? 

I see no reason why You may not do 
this. The error is a clerical one merely, 
and of course the holder would not ob- 
ject to have it rectified and there is 
none to- dispute the matter; so that 
there seems to be no necessity to in- 
cur expense farther than you propose. 


J. W. writes: A married woman own- 
ing a farm in Illinois in her own right 
desires to will it and whatever other 
real and personal property of which 
she may at her death be possessed to 
her husband—to him absolutely if there 
is no tssue; if child or children be born, 
then to him for life and at his death to 
the children. Kindly give form by 
which this can be done. | 

Any form whatever which expresses 
the desire of the testator, 
the testator and witnessed by two wit- 
ness, will, in Illinois, as elsewhere be 
given effect.

° H. G. asks: Will you please tell me 
whether or not a street car company 
can legally hold for accident a motor- 
man’s wages or deposit which he is 
compelled to put up? 

Can a motorman compel them to pay 
his wages and also damages which 
they incur upon him by forcing him 
to go to law and otherwise? 

I know of a case where a car jumped 
the track coming around a curve with 
nothing unusual to cause it to do so, 
and there is no proof to the contrary. 
The man was discharged and $13 of his 
wages were retained. 

Another instance where one struck 
at a crossing. the motorman 
was discharged and $25 or $30 retained. 

In all these cases the superintendent 
has been both judge and jury. I want 
to know if these men can get their 
wages and also can they make the 
company pay for damaging them, 

If a company wrongfully retains 
money due there is no way to extract 
it from their treasury except by a suit 
at law. They could set up a counter 
claim, for accidents through the plain- 
tiff’s negligence; which they would 
have to prove, however, to the satis- 
faction of the court. The amount of 
recovery would merely be the sum 
due, together with costs—no attorney’s 
fee and no damages. So a_e small 
amount would not justify the expense 
and trouble of a suit. It seems prob- 
able that unless the circumstances of 
accident were quite suspicious the pay 
would not be withheld. 


G. M. L. writes: © 

1. A short time ago a life insurance 
agent induced me to insure my life 
in the company he represented for the 
sum of $1000 on the twenty payment 
plan, one payment: to be made each 
year for twenty years. My understand- 
ing was that the policy would be worth 
the full $1000 at the end of the twenty 
years, but when the policy came it only 
guaranteed $644, with an estimated 
bonus of $311, or a total of $955.

T. L. D.—In the main the general 
principles of the common law are the 
guide of rights in California as in other 
States; and the statutes tally . with 
the statutes of other States. 
are. however, a few peculiarities, and 
one of the most singular of these is a 
husband’s right to prosecute a claimy 
for support against his wife. Thus 
the matter is set out in 117 California, 
633: ‘In the case provided for in sec- 
tlon 176 of the Civil Code, when the 
husband has no separate property and 
there is no community property, 
he is unable from infirmity, to support 
himself. and has not deserted his 
wife, the Superior Court has equitable 
jurisdiction to enforce the obligation 
of the wife to support the husband out 
of her separate property, though np 
divorce is sought by him. The juris- 
diction of a court of equity over such 
an action by the husband is in accord 
with the general principle that where 
rights exist, and there is no adequate 
legal remedy, equity will take jurisdic- 
tion: and also rests upon the same

CELEBRATED DIPLOMAT. 


Death of Comte Alexandre Damaze 
de Chauderdy at Paris. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

PARIS, March 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Comte Alexandre Damaze de 
Chauderdy, the celebrated French dip- 


: lomatist, died today. 


Comte Chauderdy, who was born in 
1826, entered diplomacy in 1851 as an 
attaché of the French Embassy in 
Rome. Five years later he was ap- 
pointed secretary of the embassy. He 
held a similar post in the six years 
which followed at Weimar, Madrid, 
Copenhagen and Carlsruhe in the order 
named, after which he entered the 
“French Cabinet of 1862 as under secre- 
tary. In 1868 he went as a French Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary to Madrid. 

Three years later, as a representa- 
tive of the French office, he published 
a series of remarkable circulars in re- 
sponse to notes addressed to the pow- 
ers by Bismarck, refuting the accusa- 
sations of the Federal Chancellor re- 
specting allegeg violations by France 
of the Geneva a@nvention. He protested 
at the same time with great energy 
against the excesses committed in 
France by the German troops. 

After two years in the Chamber of 
Deputies as a representative of Loire- 
et-Garonne, he was appointed French 
Ambassador to the Swiss confederation, 
being transferred about nine months 
later to Madrid. In 1881, M. Gambetta 
nominated him French Ambassador to 
Russia, but he did not have time to 
proceed to St. Petersburg before the 
Gambetta ministry fell. 

Comte Chauderdy was made a Ponts 
mander of the Legion of Honor in 1876. 
He published several works, among 
them ‘The Political Status of the 
French Nation,” ‘France, Following 
the War of er me and “France in 
1%40,""

IN THE OLL FIELDS. 


RAINS MEAN MORE SUGAR BEETS 
AND MORE OIL WANTED. 


Reports from Fullerton—A Lease in 
San Mateo County—Donubts About 
the Reported Option on ye 


maney 


Line Reports. 


The late . rains, which have been 
abundant, throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia, will prove a great help to the 
oil industry. They mean a large: in- 
crease in the sugar-beet crop, which, 
in turn, will mean a great increase in 
the quantity of oil consumed at the 
beet-sugar factories. From Los Ala- 
nfitos the report is that a two-thirds 
crop is assured even should no more 
rain fall, which will enable the factory 
to make a three-months, run. Should 
more rain fall the result will be about 
a full crop, which would mean a full- 
time run for the factory. The reports 
from other sugar-beet sections are 
equally encouraging, so that the quan- 
tity of oil which will be used at the 
Sugar factories will be much greater 
than it was supposed likely to be a 
couple of weeks ago. 

In the Fullerton field the Santa Fé 
Railway Company started last week 
on two new wells, No. 14 and No. 18. 
Reports received from the wells at 
the offices of the company in this city, 
continue of a satisfactory character, 
and it is the opinion of oil men, outside 
of those connected with the company, 
that Fullerton will become the largest 
oil-producing section in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Dr. Hayward of this city, who lately 
disposed of for a large sum his in- 
terests in the Coalinga Oil Company, 
whose properties are in Fresno county, 
is engaged in organizing a company 
to operate some oil lands in San Mateo 
county, of which he has secured a 
lease. The lands are about six miles 
from Spanish town, and the _ lease 
covers 740 acres. Two wells were put 
down on the property some thirteen 
years ago, but for some reason not 
known were abandoned. The indica- 
tions are said tm be very good, and 
such oil as was taken from the old 
wells shows it to be of a _ paraffine 
base, 

The Columbia Oil Company, oper- 
ating wells in the Fullerton field, have 
moved their head offices in this city 
to the Tajo building, corner of First 
street and. Broadway. 


The Oil City Derrick takes very little 


stock in the report telegraphed from 
Kansas City a week ago, 1o the ef- 
fect that an English syndicate had 
secured an option on 100,000 acras of 
land in the Indian Territory, in the 
recently diseovered petroleum fields, 
and that it-was the intention of the 
syndicate to develop and work the oil 
deposits in that region in opposition 
to the Standard Oil Company. The 
Derrick Says: “There is doubtless 
some oil in the Indian Territory, but, 
although explorations have been going 
on for several years, nothing very 
promising, in the way of results, is in 
evidence. 
States. Geological ‘Survey reports a 
total production of 625 barrels, 
of which was lubricating oil. Two 
companies have been operating there 
—the Cherokee Oil and Gas Company, 
and the Creek Oil and Gas Company. 
They have drilled a number of wells, 
but their production is of rather 


doubtful character. The absence of 
transportation facilities places the 
prospective value of the field in- the 


problematical list. It is certain that 
the world has no need of any oil pro- 


duction from the Indian Territory at 


the present. It is a little premature, to 
say the least, to expect to market oil 
in large quantities from territory west 
of the Mississippi River.” 

The pipe line report for February 
indicates a considerable increase in 
oil production in Pennsylvania fields 
during that month, the increase being 
estimated at 308,118 harrels. Ohio 
stocks, on the other hand, show a 
reduction of 415,355 barrels, makine a 


net reduction for February 107,233 


barrels. 

The total pipe line runs of Pennsyl- 
vania oil for 1898 were 31,100,360 bar- 
rels or a daily average of 85,206 barrels. 
The total pipe line runs for the year 


1897 were 34.724.684 barrels, or a daily } 


average of 95,136 barrels. The second 
month of the present year is very much 
short of these figures, as the daily 
average is 5817 barrels bélow that of 
1898 and 15,747 barrels below the aver- 
age for 1897. 

The February shipments of Penn- 
sylvania oil averaged but 67,852 barrels 
a day, which is 12,003 barrels below the 
January average, and the smallest on 
record during the past eleven years. 
The shipments for January were 79,- 
855 barrels, a gain of 3219 barrels over 
December. The shipments for Decem- 
ber were 76,636 barrels a day, or 3299 
barrels less than the average for No- 

vember. Tho daily average shipments 
of Pennsylvania oi] for November 
were 79,935. barrels, which was 11,662 
barrels below the October average. 
For October the shipments were’ 91,- 
597 barrels a day. In February of 
last year the shipments were 
barrels a day, and the lowest of the 
entire year, 1898. 

At the close of 1897 the net stocks 
of Pennsylvania oil were 19,789,652 bar- 
At the Close of 1898 they were 
11,541,753 barrels, and on March 1 of 
the present year had further increased 
to 11,793,696 barrels. Adding that 
quantity to the net stocks on hand of 
the Ohio pipe lines on the same date 
the total available stock on March 1, 
1899, were 26,274,475 barrels, which. at 
the present rate of decrease in: those 


fields, would not be exhausted in 
twenty years.

Havana, but 
the disease is not greatly to be feared 
before the end of August, and from 
that time on to the middle of Novem- 
ber. With proper: living and the ob- 
Servance of a few simple’ hygienic 


but nine times out of ten they never 
do, and in course of time the articles 
pass into the hands of strangers. The 
visitor in Havana who does not make 
a tour of the pawnshops misses ¢he op- 
portunity of a lifetime. Though he 
may not buy the heirlooms of proud 
hidalgoes ‘‘for a song,”’ as they say, he 
can possess himself of rare jewels in 
quaint settings, massive candelabra, 
toilette articles in silver and gold, wash

Only the man who 
can command thousands of Uncle 
Sam's dollars has any chance in the 
fight for fortunes. One’ who has not 
money enough to live on at least half 
a year without income from his new 
business verture here would better 
turn back without delay. and to coma 
to Cuba penniless {s little short of 
Fuicide. Somebody has expressed the 
Situation exactly in the remark: “One 
cannot get sustenance out of an orange 
that has been squeezed by a mailed 
hand.” 
Substantial business men fro 
United States, who though¢ they 
everything to he learned about the ins 
1% outs of trade, find here much that 
o them is new and surprising: and 
the wise ones. instead of trying to 
make things over to match their pre- 
conceived ideas, endeavor to adapt 
themselves to the conditions that exist. 
The merchants of Cuba know well how 
to keep the trade, which they conduct 
on certain peculiar lines established 
centuries ago. Their method may be 
far behind the times, but that it works 
well is proved by the fact that within 
the memory of man there has hardly 
been a failure among the steady-going 
merchants of Havana. To have with- 
€tood the long war and the extremely 
hard times of the last few years is 
more than the average yp-to-date 
American merchant could have done. 
No greater contrast can be imagined 


than between the bright, spacious, well- 


lighted ‘“‘stores"’ of our northern cities 
and the dark little shops of Havana. 
For example,:there is the fan shop of

bustible. The company cook had a 
discouraging task. To be awakened at 
half past 3 in the morning in the 
midst of a drenching rain, at times 
with three or four inches of water 
over almost the entire camp site, and 
told to light a fire, and not only to 
make coffee and fry bacon, but to boil 
water for 100 men was to receive an 
almost impossible order. Yet it. was 


carried out, and with the utmost cheer- 


fulness. The health of the men under 
these adverse conditions and extra- 
ordinary hardships was surprisingly 
good—so good that it was hard to ac- 
count for it.

SUFFERING OF A CLAM-DIGGER 
AND HIS WIFE.

Description of the Battle of Manila 
by an -Eye-witness — Woman 
Regs for a Mysterious Charitable 
Enterprise—Selling Decayed Or- 
anges, 


SANTA ANA. March 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] John Kelly, an old clam digger 
at Anaheim Landing. was in Santa Ana yes- 
terday. Kelly is over seventy years old, 
and his wife has roughed the rigors of al- 
most as many eastern winters. These two 
old. people constitute the entire population 
of Anaheim Landing, except during the sum- 
mer months, when residents of the interior 
flock to the seaside. The old man digs clams 
and sells them to the residents of Santa 
Ana, Orange and Anaheim for a livelihood, 
and in this way manages to earn’a scant 
living for himself and wife. The old man’s 
face haS been missed in Santa Ana for the 
past couple ef months. The reason for this 
was.made plain yesterday when the old man 
told his story. Both: himself and wife were 
taken down’ with the grip, and from this they 
had cach gone through a severe siege of lung 
lever. Being the only residents of Anaheim 
Landing, and but few people visiting that 
locality at this season of the year, they bere 
their suffering without the aid or comfort of 
friends and acquaintances. Day after day 
the fever raged until neither of them were 
able to: go out for assistance. Their scant 
larder -became empty. and starvation stared 
them in the face. For six days they were 
without food or medical attention, both be- 
coming so weak that they could not leave 
their bed, when fortunately a resident of 
Anaheim chanced to drive down to the beach, 
and, as was hig usual custom, dfove over 
to where the old couple lived to see how they 
were getting along.: When he discovered 
their condition he at once went for a physi- 
cian. Provisions were taken té6 the house, 
and distant neighbors came to nurse tho old 
couple back to health. The old bay mare 
that had stood in the corral for six Gays and 
nights without food or water was als» looked 
after, and in @ very few days alk were on 
the road’ to recovery. They'have now re- 
gained their strength sufficient to earn their 
living, and as a resit the resilents of this 
section of country are again being supplied 
with clanis. :The old man is not yet strong 
enough to’ dig the clams, but this work is 
performed for him by a friend who lives 
near the landing, and he puts in his time 
peddling them. In conversation the old 
man stated that he came to California dur- 
ing the boom with $14,000 in cash, but that 
he was unfortunate in losing all his money 
in land speculation, and that being old,. he 
did not engage in business. Subsequently 
being reduced to straitened circumstances, 
he and: his wife took up their abode in the 
little old cabin at the beach, and,he began. 
to dig and peddle clams for a a 


LETTER FROM MANIL 


Georgo W. Ford of this city has received a 
letter from J. Hardie Watkins, who is now 
a member of the Signal Corps at Manila, 
giving an interesting account of the initial 
battle between the Americans and the in- | 
surgents at that point. Mr. Watkins was a 
resident_of this city for many years, after 
which he resided in Los Angeles, filling a 
responsible position in the Soutnern Pacific 
office under Superintendent Muir. Later he 
was stenographer for the State Board of 
Highway- Commissioners, and for several 
years before enlistment ‘n the army ie was 
private secretary to ex-Gov. sames H. 
Mr. Watkins was an eyewitness of tne battle, 
the-story hetells of it in partys ag fol- 
OWS: 

“Troubla been brewing for a long 
time. There was constant friction on our 
outposts between the insurgents and our sol- 
diers, the former endeavoring to break ints 
ovr lines, and to keep us confined as closely 
as possible to Manila. The inevitable came 
on Saturday night. Out on the Nebraska 
outpost a Filipino soldier kept running out 
toward the American lines, taunting the 
guard with such expressions as “‘Americanos 
and annoying him to such an 
extent that complaint was made to the officer 
of the day, who gave instructions to the 
sentry that if the insurgent did not immedi- 
ately halt, the guard should shoot him’ down. 
The next time the Filipino came out he re- 
fused to halt on crossing the line, and was 
shot: two other Filipinos behind him met a 
like fate, and a geleran fusillade commenced. 
The battle was on. 

“On Sunday I went down to company quar- 
ters, and there I found things pretty lively. 
Most of the boys were already out on the 
lines, and the firing was so close to town that 
the bullets were falling on the roofs of the 
houses around us. Ovr company quarters 
are just outside the walled city, so you see 
that the fighting was at pretty close quar- 
ters. 

“T was assigned to a signal station on the 
lighthouse at the entrance to the Pasig River, 
wheres we could direct the fire of the navy, 
which was busy throwing shells into the Fili- 
I got a fine view of the whole 
proceedings, though the movements of the 
troops could not be seen on account of the 
heavy foliage which covers the entire coun- 
try along the bay. On our right. to the 
north, the littie Callao (one of Dewey's 
trophies from the Spanish navy,) kept close 
in shore. pouring it in with guns of fairly 
light caliber, while the Concord, further 
out, made things hot for them with an or- 
casional 8 or 10-inch shell. To our left, stand- 
ing off the Malate shore, were the monitor 
Monadnock and - the cruiser Charleston, 
throwing 10 and@ 15-inch shells into the coun- 
. The havoc they wrought was fearful. 
Entire buildings were shot away, and on one 
occasion a large shell from the Charleston 
pretty nearly cleaned out a whole squadron 
of Filipino cavalry. Meanwhile our boys on 
land were kept busy. The insurgents to the 
south were partly occupying the old Spanish 
and American intrenchments, but their 
trenches were cleared and they were driven 


back-by-the Fourteenth Infantry, the North 


Dakotas and the First California Regimentits. 
The Fourteenth Infantry undoubtedly had 
the-hottest fighting of the day: they have lost 
twelve men, with a great many wounded, 
many of them seriously: but in their track 
they have left the Filipinos lying three and 
four deep. 

“The Washington and Colorado Regiments 
went up the Pasig River, starting from Paco 
toward Santa Ana, taking every block house 
on the way, and burning every Filipino shack. 
In fact, what with the bombardment of the 
navy and the intentional setting fire of Fili-- 
pino bamboo huts and small settlements by 
our men, the whole country was ablaze. 

“Our troops didn’t give the insurgents a 
minute’s rest on Sunday, but kept pouring 
it into them from al!l sides, routing them 
from every position they held, shooting down 
the churches and other buildings they were 
ccupying as strongholds, and showing them 
very little quarter, though hundreds of pris- 
oners have been taken. For miles. around 
yesterday the country was strewn with the 
enemy's dead, and squads of prisoners wer 
kept busy burying them, as many as fifty 
and seventy-five being put into one trench. 

‘The Spaniards, as well as the insurgents 
(I suppose,) are completely surprised; not so 
much at our victory, probably. but at the 


tireiess way the 


the Spaniards and the Filipinos were en- 
gaged in their erratic warfare before thz 
Americans came, it was a matter of going 
out, exchanging a few shots, then laving off 
ta take a sleep and smoke a few cigarettes: 
but they were not prepared for the continu- 
ous, unwearied fighting of our heroes.”’

COT A BET CROP EAPECTED, 


Prospects for the Grain Yield Are 
Greater Than Ever Defore—Enor. 
mous Acreage—Plenty of 
Dried Apricots—Excellent Prices. 


VENTURA, March 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondenca] With the rain to date, 7,80 
inches, a good grain crop is assured on low 
lands, and hay on uplands. With the usual 
April showers the grain crop will be large 
throughout the county, The acreage is fully 
20 per cent. greater than ever before. Hay is 
now being held at $23 per ton, but sales are 
now being made for future delivery at $5 
per ton, delivered. Barnard has one contract 
to deliver forty tons at. this fleure. Alfalfa 
hay now commands $17 per ton, while the 
new crop will probably bring about §7 per 
ton. 

The bean crow is assured in the lowlands, 
and it is reasonable to expect a fair crop on 


high lands, with favorable weather. The 
acreage is fully 50 per cent. lows than last 
reason, owing to the rain holding off, ane 
thus causing the farmers to seed bean land 
to grain. . The Dixey Thompson ranch is 
planted to grain 

The frutt crop, partiowiatly ‘apricots, 


shows every indication of being heavy. Trees 
are well set with fruit, and should frost be 


escaped during the ext three weeks the 
crop can be estimated at 125 carloads of dried 
fruit. 

The citrus fruit was damaged by recent 


frosts so that ia many instances the trees 
were killed to the ground. The summer crop 
of lemons will be very short.

COMES FOR HER BODY. 


BROTHER OF MRS. BLACK HERE 
FROM SAN ANTONIO, 


A. F, Schultze Tells of His Sister's 
Meeting With F. Gerard Mitchell, 
Says She Was Ont of Her Mind. 
Mitchell Inquest Tomorrow. 


A. F. Schultze of San Antonio, Tex., 
arrived in Los Angeles last evening to 
take charge of the remains of his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Martyn Black, who committed 
suicide at a Long Beach hotel last 
Wednesday. He was met at the train 
Cc. White 
Mortimer, and the two went te the 
Westminster Hotel, where they were 
engaged in private conversation § for 
more than an hour. Mr. Schultze re- 
fused to talk publicly of his sister's af- 
‘fairs and those of F. Gerald Mitchell, 
with whom she has been living, and 
who ended his life in this city Sptur- 
day. -He, however, spoke freely with 
Mr. Mortimer on the suject. 

To the Vice-Consul Mr. Schultze said 
that he felt sure that Mrs. '3'ack had 
died from an attack of heart disease 
instead of self-administered 
She had been subject to such attacks, 
he said. The San Antonio inun is al- 
most heartbroken over the actions of 
his sister. and insists that she must 
have been out of her mind when she 
consented to live with Mitchell. Mrs. 
Black. according to her brother, first 
met Mitchell in San Antonio about 
three years ago, when he was engaged 
as a workman on Mr. Schultze’s ranch. 

If there was an intimacy between 
them at that time the brother was not 
aware of it. Mitchell left the ranch 
about two years ago, but Mrs. Black 
remained until about six weeks ago, 
when she came to Los Angeles. Here 
she met Mitchell, who, during his ab- 
sence from her for two years, had been 
working on a railroad in Mexico. 

Mr. Schultze denies that his sister 
Was related to any of the peerage of 
England, and says that if she so repre- 
sented herself, it is only another indi- 
cation that she was not in her right 
mind during the weeks immediately 
preceding her death. Mrs. Black was 
Separated from her husband about nine 
years ago, and he, with their two chil- 
dren, is now living in the north of Eng- 
land. Mitchell's father, who is a cler- 
gyman, is living near London and is 
actively engaged in his profession. 

Mr. Schultze stated last ev ening that 
the cause of his visit to Los Angeies 
was to.secure possession of his sister's 
remains and her possessions. He has 
retained Mr. Mortimer as his legal rep- 
reSentative in the matter.’ 

The remain of Mitchell, 
from cuts in the throat, inflicted by 
himself, were taken from the County 
Hospital to Howry’s undertaking rooms 
yesterday morning. Coroner. Holland 
will probably hold an inquest over ue 
bodv- tomorrow morning.

SANTA ‘A MONICA. 


Ballons Lagoon Yield Vields Another Mys- 
tery—City Government Expenses. 
SANTA MONICA, March 26.—[Regu- 

lar Correspondence.] The Ballona La- 

goon yielded another mystery Saturday, 
when two lads named Grover Willey 
and Dan Reynolds discovered a body 
floating in the channel a half mile from 
the ocean and going out to sea. They 
conveyed the information to William 
Bell, a fisherman, and he took the body, 
which was that of a ycung man, from 
the water. It was removed to Guidin- 
ger’s undertaking establishment in 
this city. Coroner Holland conducted 
an inquest in the case this afternoon. 

The man had apparently been dead 
nearly a week. He measured 5. feet. 
7 inches, and would weigh about 135 
pounds. He wore a black shirt with 
light stripes, dark woolen clothes and 
No. 7 black pointed lace shoes. The 
hair was dark brown and the mustache 
perhaps of a little lighter color. In 
the pockets were four white silk hand- 
kerchiefs, one of them marked “C.,” 
and a pair of velvet ear muffs. In a 
leather clasp purse were 75 cents in 
silver’ and a number of old English 
Canadian and Spanish coins bearin 
the dates 1761, 1850, 1864, 1872 and 1876. 
There was a black-handled pocket 
knife, a 5-cent check on the Olympic 
saloon, Los Angeles; a brass-ball fob 
chain and black rubber rimmed eye 
glasses. 

There were no papers of any kind ex- 
cept a vest-pocket memorandum book, 
bearing the advertising stamp of the 
Jarocki Chemical Company, fertilizer 
works, Sandusky. O., and containing 
a calendar’ for 1896. Much of the 
memoranda awas_ indecipherable and 
very little of the rest of it was of a 
character to furnish much assistance 
in tracing his identity. One memoran- 
dum was: “Until further notice forward 
all my letters to Surprise, care W. F. 
Blayney, S.A.R.”" Others were: ‘Ed. 
Christman, Los Angeles, Sta. 
W. Reynolds, Utica, N. Y.,”” and “‘Cush- | 
man, 2 bread, 1 gal., 1 qt. milk.’’.. 

The fact that a:number of heavy 
cobble stones, as large as would fit, and 
weighing nearly ten pounds, were found 
in the pockets, and that a felt hat had 
been folded and crammed into an inside 
coat pocket seemed to indicate sui- 
cide, although the same _ condition 
might be made to fit a murder theory. 

No one was found who could identify 
the body, or who could remember hav- 
ing seen the man in life, and the ver- 
dict rendered was that he came to his 
death “by drowning, but whether by 
his own hand or by the hand of another 
the jury is unable to say.” 

The name Ed. Christman appeared 
in several places in the memorandum 
book, and a search was made for him 
about Station F in Los Angeles this 
evening .without success. 

There is an Ed. Christman who has 
a grocery store on Washington street, 
near Magnolia avenue, and who re- 
sides on New England avenue, ,but he, 
was not at home. last exening: 
he had been seen yesterday. T 
memorandum book alluded to might 
have been a deliveryman’s property, 
judging by the entries, and ft is pos- 
sible that the deceased had been in the 
employ of Christman. 

On account of advanced decompasi- 
tion it will be necessary to bury the 
body Monday morning.
